He |
was completely down shortly after he
hit the head of the stretch, The
highly favored Cudgel’s final effort
was little less pitiable. He staggered
homg fourth, outraced in the pinch by
A. K. Macomber’s Hollister and P. A,
Clark's Battle, denied even the satis-
faction of the booby priae.

Johren’s Victory Impressive

_The victory of Johren was impres-
sive, even if the time did not compare
favorably with the winning afforts of
many thoroughbreds that have annexed
the Suburban Handicap in years past.
It was the fourth time in the running
of this classic that victory had attended
the efforts of a three-year-old. Afri-
cander won with 110 pounds—the same
welght Johren carrie yesterday—back
in 1903. Sam Hildreth's Fitz Herbert,
with 105 pounds, scored in 1900, Au-
gust Belmont's Friar Rock, in at 100
pounds, proved a winning three-year-
old two years ago.

As the race was run no room for
doubt was left as to the best horse of
the afternoon. In extenuation of the
epparently slow time it must be paid
that the experts who figured the track
a3 fast may have been badly fooled,
Compured to the times in all other flat
races of the day, Johren's effort was
pretty much up to record-breaking
standards under ideal conditions. The
fact that all but Johren finished reel.
